To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1943  ;  in  the  same  abbreviated  war-time  form.  It 
constitutes  little  more  than  a  summary  of  essential  records. 

The  remarks  I  had  occasion  to  make  in  my  last  report  about 
housing  and  overcrowding  are  still  relevant,  and  the  population’s 
needs  in  this  respect  are  rendered  even  more  pressing  by  the  con¬ 
tinued  and  growing  dilapidation  of  existing  premises.  Some 
moves  have  been  made  in  the  direction  of  a  housing  policy  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  one  cannot  help  feeling  that  the  policies 
so  far  outlined  do  not  appear  to  do  more  than  scratch  the  surface 
of  this  problem.  This  restricts  Local  Authorities  very  gravely. 
I  would  especially  draw  attention  to  the  need  for  provision  of 
suitable  amenities  such  as  shopping  and  recreational  facilities  and 
aesthetic  considerations  in  every  building  area,  and  would  like  to 
see  increased  attention  being  paid  to  alternative  designs  of  dwelling 
in  different  materials,  by  which  I  do  not  only  refer  to  steel. 

There  is  a  very  disquieting  decline  in  the  average  standards 
observed  by  parents  in  the  maintenance  of  their  children  ;  a  gradual 
and  insidious,  but  none  the  less  present,  menace  to  the  citizens 
of  tomorrow.  This  irresponsibility  upon  the  part  of  a  growing 
number  of  parents  requires  much  more  severe  legal  penalties  than 
are  at  present  enforced. 

The  average  standard  of  milk  production  shows  no  notable 
improvement  and  I  hope,  with  the  increased  facilities  which  should 
become  available,  that  this  standard  will,  in  a  much  shorter  time, 
far  surpass  that  obtaining  in  pre-war  years.  Hard  and  fast 
bacteriological  standards  for  raw  milk  and  for  utensils  are  long 
overdue  and  are  surely  not  too  much  to  expect.  Without  these 
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standards,  the  proposed  legislation  will  do  little  to  promote  cleaner 
milk. 

I  regret  to  have  to  draw  attention  to  the  continued  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  the  water  supply  to  Sookholme,  further  remarks 
on  which  will  be  found  under  the  heading  of  Water  Supplies. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Membeis  of  the  Council  for  their  en¬ 
thusiastic  support  for  all  proposals  which  are  likely  to  benefit  the 
sanitary  state  of  Warsop,  and  I  wish  to  record  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  given  by  all  members  of  the  Staff.

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Scabies  &  Pediculosis. 

In  order  that  the  intentions  of  this  order  might  be  efficiently 
implemented  in  this  Area,  in  December,  1942,  the  cleansing  of 
these  diseases  was  taken  over  from  Civil  Defence  volunteers  in 
Civil  Defence  Cleansing  Stations  and  an  “ad  hoc  ”  service  was 
instituted  with  a  paid  part-time  woman  attendant.  The  most 
advanced  technique  was  used  and  the  results  as  will  be  seen  below 
are  most  satisfactory.  The  control  of  these  conditions  was,  at  the 
same  time,  tightened  and  the  co-operation  of  Local  Practitioners 
was  earnestly  solicited.  With  the  gradual  local  recognition  of  the 
efficiency,  completeness  and  brevity  of  the  Benzyl  Benzoate  treat¬ 
ment  used,  co-operation  from  practitioners  and  the  public  is  now 
at  a  high  level  and  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  falling.  Only 
terminal  disinfection  of  bedding  has  been  practised. 

This  same  organisation  operates  in  the  same  way  for  the 
control  of  head  lice  (pediculosis)  in  the  treatment  of  which  Lethane 
Brilliantine  is  used.  No  exclusion  from  school  or  employment  is 
practised.

Water. 

Water  supplies  are  the  same  as  in  previous  years  in  so  far  as 
this  applies  to  the  Meden  Valley  Water  Scheme.  This  is  a  satis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  because  the  samples  which  are  regularly 
taken,  show  this  to  be  an  excellent  domestic  water  supply. 

The  same  cannot  be  said  about  the  water  supply  in  the 
Sookholme  Area,  which  is  unsatisfactory  from  a  hygienic,  domestic 
and  agricultural  viewpoint.  Due  presumably  to  the  great  technical 
difficulties  involved,  the  requirements  of  this  Council  for  a  piped 
water  supply  in  this  area  have  not  yet  been  met  by  the  proprietors, 
and  the  inhabitants  are  still  under  the  necessity  of  boiling  their 
drinking  water.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

January  1st  to  December  31st,  1943. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Report,  which  of  necessity  must  be  very  brief.  It  is  impossible 
to  itemize  the  activities  of  the  department,  but  tabulated  details 
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of  some  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are  included  in 
the  report. 

The  Scabies  and  Pediculosis  Order,  1941,  has  been  the  means 
of  discovering  a  number  of  dirty  houses.  These  have  been  cleaned 
up  by  informal  notices  on  the  occupiers,  only  in  one  instance  was 
statutory  action  resorted  to,  this  had  the  desired  result  without 
legal  proceedings  being  taken.  This  has  thrown  quite  an  appreciable 
amount  of  additional  work  on  the  department  but  results  have 
justified  it. 

The  housing  situation  shows  no  improvement  since  my  last 
report  and  to  some  extent  has  a  bearing  on  my  remarks  in  the 
previous  paragraph. 

I  wish  to  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Clerk  and  other  Officials  of  the  Council,  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  &  SALVAGE. 

In  presenting  my  thirteenth  report  on  Public  Cleansing,  I 
am  incorporating  details  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during  the 
year.  Revenue  from  salvage  shows  a  decrease  of  £370  on  last 
year,  this  is  accounted  for  by  (a)  the  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
material  salvaged,  and  (b)  no  market  for  tins,  galvanised  iron,  and 
dry  batteries,  which  are  not  now  salvaged.  The  decrease  in  paper, 
rags,  and  bones  was  anticipated,  but  I  think  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  the  salvaging  of  these  articles  has  now  reached  a  static  stage. 

The  high  standard  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  continues 
to  be  maintained  and  we  are  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  from  every  house  in  the  district. 

The  staff,  and  wages  paid  per  week,  are  as  follows  : —

Milk. 

Table  of  results  of  examination  of  samples. 

Non-Designated  Milk. — 7  samples  taken.  All  were  of  good  quality. 
(The  standard  taken  was  the  Accredited  Standard.) 

Pasteurised  Milk. — 5  samples  taken.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  32  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible, 
compliance  with  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These  inspections 
necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of  6-30  and  8-30 
a.m.,  while  the  milking  is  in  progress.  Infringements  of  the  Milk 
&  Dairies  Order,  1926,  have  been  dealt  with  informally  and  statutory 
action  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  butchers  generally  have  continued  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  above  regulations,  although  it  was  necessary 
on  one  occasion  to  draw  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  method 
of  handling  and  distributing  meat  from  the  central  depot  to  the 
butchers’  shops  in  Warsop.  The  facts  were  reported  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food  and  the  immediate  action  taken  has  resulted  in  a  great 
improvement. 

Slaughtering  on  Unlicensed  Premises. 

288  Notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 
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The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
an  increase  of  54  on  last  year’s  figure,  this  no  doubt  being  due  to 
the  Government  policy  of  encouraging  cottagers  to  keep  pigs  and 
assist  the  country’s  food  supply. 

Market,  Stalls,  Etc. 

The  several  shops,  market  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  from  which  meat 
is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringements 
were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  all  slaughter-men  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  who  do 
private  slaughtering  of  cottagers’  pigs  use  the  Cash  Captive  Bolt. 

Fishmongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

62  Visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  I  found  nothing 
to  warrant  any  action  being  taken. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  5  Bakehouses  on  the  Register.  These  are  kept  under 
observation,  22  visits  having  been  made.  Minor  infringements 
have  been  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Factories  Act,  1936. 

35  Inspections  of  factories  have  been  carried  out.  No  statutory 
action  was  necessary,  minor  contraventions  being  remedied  by 
informal  action. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  is  no  business  in  the  District  which  calls  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  above  Acts.

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Section  F.— PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

This  Council  is  a  member  of  the  South  Nottinghamshire  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  which,  during  the  year  under  review  commenced 
to  accept  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  also  opened  a  further  small 
Hospital  at  Southwell  with  a  capacity  of  11  Scarlet  Fever  beds. 

The  Council  paid  the  following  precepts  to  the  Board  during 
the  year  under  review  : —

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  8  cases  occurred  compared  with  5  in  1942. 
5  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  years 
1942  and  1943.  Good  progress  was  again  made  in  immunising  all 
children  under  15  years.  77%  of  the  children  under  5  years  have 
been  immunised  and  94%  of  the  school  children. 

The  Health  Visitor  was  authorised  by  the  Council  during  this 
year  to  do  such  immunisations  as  would  not  have  been  possible 
by  the  routine  methods.  This  has  worked  well. 

Measles. 

67  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  65 
during  the  year  1942. 

Whooping  Cough. 

10  Cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  No  cases  were  notified 
in  1942. 

Food  Poisoning. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

It  would  now  appear  that  increase  in  this  disease  under  war¬ 
time  conditions  shown  in  other  districts  is  now  manifesting  itself 
in  Warsop.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increased  strain  of  war-time 
duties,  especially  upon  the  younger  members  of  the  population, 
and  the  continued  overcrowding  have  here  had  a  most  undesirable 
influence.
